In the hurry of preparation of the last annual report 
of the Railroad Commissioner, lack of time prevented 
the expression of proper testimony to the memory of 
the late Edward L. Freeman, Railroad Commissioner 
from January 11, 1889, to February 24, 1907, and also a 
member of both branches of the General Assembly 
for upwards of thirty years. He was an upright citizen 
and a faithful public servant. 
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REPORT. 



To the Honorable the General Assernhly of Rhode Island: 

Gentlemen: — Section six, chapter one hundred eighty-seven, of 
the General Laws of this State provides that " the Railroad Com- 
missioner shall annually report to the General Assembly the con- 
dition and proceedings of the several railroad corporations, so far 
as the public interest may require, with such suggestions and 
recommendations as he may deem necessary and expedient." 
In accordance therewith, I present the following report. 

The returns of the several railroad corporations are made up to 
the 30th day of June, 1907. The general report, however, is for 
the calendar year from January 1st, 1907, to December Slst, 1907. 

The preliminary report of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
shows the returns of the different railway companies in the United 
States. This preliminary report has been copied, and will be 
found to form a part of the appendix of this report. 

SUMMARY OF STATISTICS. 

There are ten steam railroad corporations incorporated under 
the laws of this State or doing business therein, one less than last 
year ; of these, however, only four roads are owned and operated 
under their original charters, viz. : the Narragansett Pier Railroad, 
the Wood River Branch, the Moshassuck Valley, and the Newport 
and Wickford Railroad and Steamboat Company ; the mileage of 
these four roads is less than twenty miles. The other six are oper- 
ated by the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany, either by ownership of stock or by long leases. 
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Since the last report, tinder the provi^ona of an act passed by 
the General Assembly, April 16th, the Pawtuxet Valley Railroad 
Company has been merged with the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company. 

All outstanding obligations and liabilities of the above men- 
tioned corporation have been assumed by sAid New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, which also under said 
act becomes the sole owner of all the rights, privileges, and fran- 
chises which were the property of said corporation. 

The railroads of this State have had a prosperous year, every 
road showing an increase in the number of persons carried. The 
total increase in the number of persons carried is 6,138,627. 

All of the roads excepting two show an increase in the tons of 
merchandise transported. Of the two roads showing a decrease, 
the Newport and Wickford Railroad and Steamboat Company 
shows a loss of 2,573, and the Moshassuck Valley a loss of 12,540 
tons ; the total increase being 1,101,683 tons. 

STEAM ROADS. 

PROPERTY. 

The several steam railroad corporations have a paid-up capital 
stock of $173,530,600.00 ; the miles of road owned and operated, 
2,757+; miles of road in this State, 209+; miles of track in this 
State, including sidings, turnouts, and second tracks, 446+ ; the 
number of locomotives owned, 1,183 ; passenger train cars, 2,231; 
frieght cars, 20,842. 

As compared with last year's report, these figures show an in- 
crease in capital stock of $38,420,100.00 ; an increajse in miles of 
road owned and operated, 48+; no increase in the number of 
miles in this State ; an increase of single track in this State of 2+ 
miles ; an increase of locomotives of 41 ; an increase in passenger 
train cars of 40 ; an increase in frieght cars of 892. 

The total property and assets of these corporations is reported 
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as $460,470,772.77, which is $25,453,099.08 over and above the 
total amount of their capital stock and fuaded and floating in- 
debtedness. This report shows an increase in prbperty and assets 
of $124,481,947.58. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The fiinded debt of these corporations is $214,018,400.00 ; the 
floating debt is $37,468,684.69; total indebtedness, $251,487,084.69. 
As compared with last year's report, these figures show an in- 
crease in the funded debt of $84,844,275.00 ; a decrease in floating 
debt of $3,444,578.95 ; and an increase in the total indebtedness 
of $81,399,696.05. 

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

The total receipts from all sources were $63,242,749.46; total 
expenditures, $51,331,279,84; net earnings, $11,911,469.62. As 
compared with report of last year, these figures show an increase 
in receipts of $4,051,683.11; an increase in expenditures of $4,540,- 
067.30 ; and a decrease in net earnings of $488,384.19. 

The receipts of the roads were derived from the following 
sources, viz.: from passenger departments, $26,840,551.12; from 
freight departments, $28,455,386.86 ; from rents of roads, express 
privileges, transportation of the mails, and all other sources, $7,- 
*946,81 1.48. As compared with last year's report, these figures show 
an increase in receipts from passengeor departments of $1,502,- 
903.07; and from frieght departments an increase of $1,137,468.47 ; 
and from miscellaneous sources an increase of $1,411,311.57. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends were paid by seven of the railroad corporations. 
The dividends paid by five of them, however, were from the rentals 
received from the lease of roads. The rates and amounts of 
•dividends paid were as follows :

Providence and Worcester, 10 per cent 860,000.00

Narragansett Pier, 6 per cent 8,028.00 

Total amount of dividends paid 4^9,689,698.00 

The Newport and Wickford Bailroad and Steamboat Company 
paid no dividends. 

The Wood River Branch paid no dividend, but reports net 
earnings $1,585.55. 

The Moshassuck Valley Bailroad paid no dividend, but reports 
net earnings of $1,256.03. This road also reports a surplus of 
$55,447.47. ' 

PASSENGERS CARRIED. 

The total number of passengers carried by all the roads was 
75,731,612, an increase of 6,138,627. 

The New York, New Haven and Hartford reports an increase of 
6,114,669; the Newport and Wickford Bailroad and Steamboat 
Companjr, 13,708 ; the Narragansett Pier an increase of 5,833 ; the 
Wood Biver Branch an increase of 612 ; aud the Moshassuck Val- 
ley an increase of 3,805. 

MERCHANDISE TRANSPORTED. 

The total number of tons merchandise transported was 21,565,- 
941. 

The New York, New Haven and Hartford Bailroad Company 
reports an increase of 1,110,934 ; the Narragansett Pier an increase 
of 1,626 ; the Wood Biver Branch an increase of 4,236 ; the Newport 
and Wickford Bailroad and Steamboat Company reports a de- 
crease of 2,573 ; and the Moshassuck Valley a decrease of 12,640- 
tons. 
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RATES OP FARE. 

Bates of fare for local tickets range from .01584 cents per mile, 
the average rate of the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Bailroad Company, to 5 cents per mile on the Newport and 
Wickford Eailroad and Steamboat Company; commutation tickets 
from .00541 cents per mile on the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad Company to 2 1-2 cents per mile on the New- 
port and Wickford Railroad and Steamboat Company. 

PERSONS EMPLOYED. 

The total number of persons employed in this State by all the 
roads is reported as 2,627, an increase of 14. This is the total 
nmn*ber of employees who receive pay in this State. Many em- 
ployees on trains that run through this State receive their pay in 
Massachusetts and Connecticut and are credited to those States. 

ROLLING STOCK. 

There has been expended during the year for new equipment 
and repairs the sum of $9,720,399.01. For maintenance of way 
and structure, $5,494,869.65. These amounts have all been 
charged to expense account. Of the 1,183 locomotives, all are 
equipped with driver brakes; of the 2,231 passenger train cars,, 
2,230 are equipped with power brakes and 2,229 have the im- 
proved quick acting pattern. Of the 20,842 frieght cars, 20,820 
have power brakes and 20,834 are equipped with automatic 
couplers, as required by the laws of the United States. 

HEATING CARS. 

The number of passenger train cars heated by direct steam is 
2,226 ; and by hot water, 2. 
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BRIDGES. 

The number of bridges reported is 193; of these 18 are constructed 
of stone, 90 of iron, and 85 of wood. This is one more than reported 
last year. The rebuilding of bridge No. 12, Lonsdale avenue, Paw- 
tucket, is now under way. Top chord of middle truss renewed at 
bridge No. 37, Wooiisocket. The timber supports at north end of 
bridge 4, Woonsocket, have been replaced with concrete pier; the 
trestle approach has also been rebuilt. The wooden Howe truss at 
bridge 102-A, Westerly, has been replaced with I-beams -over the 
tracks, and stringers on the approaches; trolley now runs over the 
bridge. Highway bridge 110, Shannock, has been raised to obtain 
18' clear head room. Bridges 113 and 114, Wickford Junction, have 
been raised to obtain 18' clear head room. At bridge 112, Ker^yons, 
tracks were lowered to , obtain 15' 6" clear head room, and bridge 
rebuilt. Farm-crossing bridge 116, East Greenwich, raised to ob- 
tain 15' 6^ clear head room. The wooden stringers at southerly end 
of bridge No. 76, Clyde, have been replaced with steel I-beams. 
Drawbridge at Tiverton cleaned and painted. The bridge, No. 18l/ 
north of Middletown station has been entirely rebuilt, and the bridge. 
No. 175, south of Portsmouth Grove station has been entirely re- 
built. The overhead bridge, No. 132, Bradford, has been resheathed 
with 3 X 12 plank, and the fence renewed. The old Howe truss 
bridge. No. 78, at Clyde has been replaced with steel girders. 

STATIONS. 

The number of regular stopping places for trains is reported as 110; 
in addition there are 50 flag stations. Station buildings or shelters 
are provided at 123 places. 

The Railroad Commissioner, in his report of a year ago, used quite 
strong language in speaking of the stations, and what he said at that 
time is also true of the present. Many of the stations are totally 
unfit, and should be replaced by newer and cleaner buildings; par- 
ticularly is this true of the conditions in Newport and Pawtucket.

It would seem to me that the citizens of these cities could have 
conditions improved if they would take up the matter with the cor- 
porations and try to press them to improve conditions. 

The old station at Westerly still remains, and Jhe expected im- 
provement has not been brought about. A new station should be 
built there, and the grade crossing at that place should be p,bolished. 
There have been a few improvements in the drainage system at the 
Pawtucket passenger station. A new passenger station has been 
built at Cumberland Mills. The Berkley station has been extended, 
and the extension is to be used for freight room. The station at 
Bradford has been enlarged and repaired, the station at Corey's 
Lane painted, and the station at Portsmouth has been painted. 
The old Wickford station of the Newport and Wickford Railroad 
Company was burned to the ground August 13, 1907, and no build- 
ing has as yet been erected to take its place. An old car is used as 
a temporary station. It would seem that steps should have been 
taken by this time to furnish the patrons of this road with a better 
place of shelter. 

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The total number of grade crossings is reported as 210, showing 
no decrease or increase over number given last year. The number of 
private or farm crossings reported is 313, an increase of two over the 
number reported last year. There are only two accidents reported 
at -grade crossings; two boys were killed. In both cases the cross- 
ings were protected by gates and flagmen. The boys were warned, 
but crawled under the gates and were struck by trains and killed. 

I have previously spoken of the grade crossing at Westerly that 
should be abolished, and I want to call attention to the grade cross- 
ings in the cities of Pawtucket and Central Falls. 

As long ago as the time when the grade crossings were abolished 
in Providence these crossings in Pawtucket and Central Falls were 
matters of discussion, and it was thought that plans would be per- 
fected whereby they would be done away with. 
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It is unnecessary to state how extremely dangerous these crossings 
are, and it does seem as if the cities and railroad could agree on some 
plan to abolish them : true, it means the expenditure of a large sum 
of money, but the added safety to the public is worth many times 
the outlay required. 

There have been in the past many accidents at these crossings, 
and the safety of the public demands their removal; but until the 
cities themselves are willing to take an active, aggressive part in 
this matter it would seem as if nothing could be done. 

I have refused the petition of the Sea View Railroad Company to 
cross the tracks of the Narragansett Pier Railroad Company at grade 
in the town of Wakefield. The correspondence in relation to same 
will be found in this report. 

Another dangerous grade crossing, and that, too, in the city of 
Providence, is the one on Plainfield street. This crossing the electric 
cars use, and the steam car track is hidden from view of those using 
the crossing, and there have been some narrow escapes from accidents 
here in the past. 

At all these grade crossings there are all the safety guards that it 
is possible to have, and the only improvement that can be made is to 
abolish them. 

I have in the past year given permission to the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Company to substitute electric bells 
at Prairie avenue, Walcott street, and Brook street, on the East 
Providence Branch. These bells are only to be used during the 
night, the flagman still being retained during the day. Correspond- 
ence relative to this matter follows:

Dear Sir: — Your recent request that you be permitted to dispense with the 
flagmen at Brook street, Walcott street, and Prairie avenue crossings in the city 
of Pawtucket, between the hours of 6:30 P. M., and 6:30 A. M., on condition that 
you install electric bells at said crossings which will be switched on to ring and 
give warning to trains approaching during these hours has been carefully con- 
sidered. 

The Commissioner and the Deputy Commissioner have personally visited these 
crossings and have seen the workings of the bells which are installed at Smith 
street, Campbell street, and Beverage Hill road, on the same line, and believe 
that the public will be better protected by electric bells during above said hours 
than it will be by flagmen. 

I hereby grant your request on condition that you issue orders that no trains 
shall cross any of the streets above named, between the hours of 6:30 P. M. 
and 6:30 A. M., at a speed exceeding eight miles an hour. And further providing 
that no switching shall be done over these crossings during above named hours, 
if possible to avoid it. When necessary to do switching over above named streets 
you will have one of the train crew act as a flagman at said crossings before an 
■engine or car is moved over it. And further providing that should any train 
run against the current of traffic between 6:30 P. M. and 6:30 A. M., you will 
first send a flagman over each of the three crossings named, to give warning of 
the approach of the train. Further providing that you will cause to be placed at 
these above named streets, in a conspicuous place, a sign stating that on and 
after a certain date electric bells will be installed, and the flagman dispensed with 
between the hours of 6:30 P. M. and 6:30 A. M., said signs to be similar to those 
stationed at Smith street, Campbell street, and Beverage Hill road crossings.

Gentlemkn: — I have before me your petition, addressed to the Hon. E. L. 
Freeman, Railroad Commissioner, to lay tracks across the tracks of the Narra- 
gansett Pier Railroad on Main street, in the town of Wakefield. Also the corre- 
spondence that has come to this office since that time. 

I have given the matter of this crossing a great deal of consideration, having 
visited the locality twice in company with the Deputy Commissioner, given a 
public hearing on the subject and secured the opinion of many experts in the 
matter of grade crossings, and after giving due consideration to all these, I am 
of the opinion that it would be unwise to grant your petition. 

I feel that the public safety demands that wherever it is possible to prevent the 
establishing of grade Crossings it should be done. 

I have looked into the situation at Wakefield, and in spite of all that has been 
said I feel that you could lay your tracks over Woodruff ave. and down Robinson 
street into Main street, and so on through the town of Wakefield. If this plan 
does not appeal to you, you could undoubtedly leave Main street, up near John- 
son's shop, and purchase vacant land needed, construct a bridge over the railroad 
that would land you near L. H. Clark's house, and so cross that land to RobiQson 
street. This, of course, would mean to you the purchase of considerable real 
estate, but there would be no buildings to remove, and in that way you would 
be able to accomplish what you desire, namely, a route through the village of 
Wakefield on to Matunuck, and as far as you choose to build, and this grade 
crossing, which I consider a menace to the public safety, would not be established. 

It was the unanimous testimony of all the experts, both at the hearing and 
those I have consulted since then, that if it was possible to prevent grade crossings 
they should be prevented, and in my juJgment the public safety is the first 
consideration. Therefore, I feel compelled to refuse your petition.

In response to this request the Railroad Commissioner visited the crossing at 
River street, Wednesday, March 20th, in company with Mr. N. W. Smith, at- 
torney of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. Co., Mr.C. N. Woodward, Supt. Midland 
Division. We were met by His Honor, Adelard Archambault, Alderman Mc- 
Mullen, and City Solicitor Erwin J. France. I have also interviewed a great 
many of the citizens of Woonsocket, and the Deputy Railroad Commissioner, 
David J. White, has also visited the locality and remained there for quite a num- 
ber of hours. 

It is the judgment of the Railroad Commissioner that the safety of the public 
is well taken care of at the present time by the flagman who is stationed at said 
crossing, and in the judgment of the Commissioner it would not be wise to order 
gates placed at this crossing. The station is very near the crossing, no trains 
passing over the crossing but what stop at the station, and the trains leaving 
this station are going at a very slow rate of speed when passing this crossing. 
The freight train that does some switching there at the noon hour is perhaps the 
greatest element of danger, and the brakeman is always on the rear of the train. 
The flagman is always on duty at that hour, and the public is amply protected. 
It is the judgment of the Commissioner, as outlined above, that it is unnecessary 
to place gates at this crossing.

Dear Sir: — On Sunday afternoon, September 1st, I was on the electric bound 
for Washington, R. I., and when we arrived at a point a little southerly from 
Natick, we found a very peculiar state of affairs where the bridge was burned 
that crosses the track operated by the N. Y., N. H. & H. Railroad Co. 

About thirty passengers upon my car were requested to alight, travel down a 
steep bank to the railroad track, over a sandy, gravelly slope, cross the track at 
grade, and climb the other side under the same interesting conditions. This 
was the treatment accorded to the youngest and oldest and frailest specimen of 
human beings that had the misfortune to patronize that line of trolley cars. It 
was also the treatment accorded to the citizens of the town to whom the statute 
says the highway shall be safe and convenient. 

To add to the interest of the occasion, this deep cut was on a curve where there 
was every facility for a train to run into the passengers while they were crossing 
the track, and every one of them exposed themselves to a criminal liability by 
walking upon the track of a railroad company. 

Some people believe the **dear public be damned," and I have for many years 
assumed that the N. Y., N. H. & H. Railroad Co. held to that belief continuously. 

It is generally believed that nothing is done except through the nerve centre 
at New Haven, but as several days have elapsed since this bridge was destroyed 
and every vestige of it removed, except the abutments, it would seem as if it 
was time that the public had reasonable facilities at that place. 

I hope however, that you will find a way to soon make that highway safe and 
convenient for at least foot-passengers, and not oblige men or women or children, 
who are physically unfit to make that trip, or any citizens of this State, to expose 
themselves to the risk of a grade crossing under those conditions, or permit 
emissaries of the N. Y., N. H. & H. Railroad Co. to bring criminal prosecutions 
against their own passengers for violation of the statute, to raise money enough 
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to make by their shares of the fines a temporary bridge that could be constfucted 
within a very few hours, and at less than $100 expense across this place.

Dear Sir: — In the Providence Journal of Tuesday, August 6th, 1907, the 
following appeared: "A Thornton car on its way up Plainfield street yesterday ^ 
loaded with passengers, escaped by less than a yard being struck by a locomotive 
which rushed over the crossing at high speed. 

" For several years there has been agitation for grade changes at this point be- 
cause of a fear that disaster will yet come from a collision of steam and electric 
cars. The trolley men are exceedingly careful bringing their cars to a full stop 
before venturing upon the tracks of the steam road. This was done yesteirday, 
and the locomotive running light rushed around the curve in the swamp just 
after the signal to go ahead had been given to the motorman. 

" Instantly the danger was apparent, and the motorman promptly threw on 
more power and jumped his car ahead, not daring to reverse and try to go back. 
It was a close call, and there were some on the car who for a long time will not 
regard with composure the danger they were in on the crossing." 

If the foregoing account truthfully tells just what happened, and it is the prac- 
tice to run locomotives light ovei: this crossing at high speed, the practice should 
be discontinued immediately. Will you be good enough to investigate this case 
and advise me promptly, as well as inform me just how it could be possible for 
such conditions to exist.

After the trolley pole was adjusted the car 
started, and had gone a distance of some four or five hundred feet — I am told 
it was about opposite Odd Fellows' Square — ^when a light engine came along, and 
went over the crossing.

I have had a talk with the 
reporter who wrote the article for the Providence Journal of August 6th, referred 
to in yours of the 12th. He is very positive that the article states practically 
the facts in the case, and I quoted him a portion of your letter. He feels quite 
sure the car had not got a great distance from the track when the engine came 
along, and he says it frequently happens that these engines run light over that 
crossing at a pretty good speed. Just to suppose a case, what would have been 
the result had the trolley car been stalled at the crossing when the engine came 
running around the curve? Is there any way of warning an approaching engine 
that the crossing is occupied? The reporter further states that the crossing 
tender tried to lower the gate and it struck on top of the trolley car. 
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• Would it not be a good idea to caution your men to run at a slower rate of 
speen when approaching this crossing? You no doubt have already done this, 
but it seems to me that it would be wise to again repeat the instructions to them.

Dear Sir: — ^Again referring to the matter of the newspaper story published 
in .the Providence Journal of the 6th, and in reply to yours of the 13th, beg leave 
to say that 2nd-4408, engine 1742, engineman Gates, was disabled on the 
afternoon of August 5th, and was returning light, moving backwards, to the 
Charles street shops. Providence. The crossing-tender, Emil Anthony, states 
that the trolley car passed over the crossing about 2:40 P. M., lost its trolley, and 
stalled on the crossing. The trolley was replaced, the car started away, and 
was nearly out of sight, opposite Odd Fellows* Square, when the light engine 
appeared from the direction of Hartford avenue. Mr. Anthony states that there 
was nothing in the story of a narrow escape, and no danger whatever of a collision, 
as the engine was running very slowly. Engineman Gates, who was in charge 
of engine 1742, testifies that he was coming along at moderate speed, and did not 
see any electric car whatever or anything irregular at Plainfield street crossing, 
Olneyville; that the crossing gates were down when he came in sight of the cross- 
ing, and that he went over the crossing at a speed that would have enabled him 
to stop his engine within its own length. Fireman Day says that he saw nothing 
of an electric car in passing Plainfield street, and that they were running at a 
very slow rate of speed ; that he was standing on the floor of the cab and flagman 
Hebert was on his seat. Flagman Hebert says that they passed lower Plain- 
field street crossing at a speed at which they could have stopped within a few 
liundred feet, and as he came in sight of the crossing he saw an electric car which 
was already clear of the crossing, and the gates were being lowered. When they 
went over the crossing the car was quite a distance away. Crossingman Anthony 
also says that there is absolutely no truth in the statement that the gates were 
lowered so that they struck the top of the car, as he had no cause for letting the

gates down until the engine whistled for the crossing; he says the engine must 
have been up to Dyerville or Manton when the car went over the crossing.

Accidents from January 1, 1907, to December 31, 1907. 

During the year 1907 there were 141 accidents reported to me hy 
the officials of the several steam railroads of this State, in which 188- 
persons were killed or injured. 

Two men were killed at Pawtucket station, and one man was 
injured. 

There were no passengers killed during the year in this State. 
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There were 48 passengers injured: 36 in rear-end collision in Provi- 
dence station; 5 boarding or leaving moving train; 2 fell while 
boarding or leaving cars standing at stations; 1 was injured when 
car was derailed, 1 by sudden stopping of train at station; 1 while 
opening window, and 1 injured his hand in door of car. 

There were 6 employees killed: 1 a section-hand killed in yard; 
1 leaned too far our of car door and was struck by pole, and 4 were 
struck by trains. 

There were 17 persons classed as trespassers killed while walking 
on tracks or stealing rides on trains. There were 14 trespassers 
injured. 

There were two boys killed at highway grade crossings in Woon- 
socket. In both cases there were gates, and the boys were warned, 
but to no avail. There was one man injured at Wood River Junction 
crossing. 

There were 8 teamers, and 1 man assisting teamer, injured in 
freight yards. 

Of the persons injured, 88 were employees: 11 fell from cars; 
22 were engaged in switching; 6 coal shovelers or men working at 
wharves; 5 freight handlers; 3 by derailed cars; 4 by overhead 
bridges; 7 while coupling cars; 6 in collisions; 5 injured while 
boarding or leaving moving cars; 3 stepped in front of trains or 
engines; and 16 received slight injuries in various ways. 

There were three collisions reported in the year 1907. A rear-end 
collision between two passenger trains occurred in Providence 
station; two switchers collided in a yard in Providence; and there 
was a collision between an extra freight and a light engine near 
Northup avenue tower.

J. K. Stewart, while walking tracks of the Worcester 
Division, near Phillipsdale, was struck by engine and was injured 
about the face. 

G. W. Gardiner, brakeman, and C. H. Stevenson, flag- 
man, Worcester Division, were injured, but not seriously, while 
engaged in switching in yard 17, Providence. Sent to Rhode Island 
Hospital. Discharged January 7th, improved. 

Jan. 5. William Lynch, a car cleaner, Worcester Division,, 
walked too close to track in Providence, was struck by engine, and 
had left side injured. 

Jan. 8. J. Clarkson, yard brakeman, Worcester Division, had 
left shoulder dislocated while engaged in switching cars in Providence. 

Jan. 10. Paul Derosia, machine operator, Worcester Division,^ 
while working at East Providence wharf, fell from ladder to platform,, 
bruising his left shoulder and sustaining a bad scalp wound.

Miss Lena SutliJffe, crossing tracks of the Worcester 
Division, at Woodlawn tower, stumbled over signal wires and fell, 
injuring her chest and shins. 

Oct, 23. Albert Stanche attempted to cross tracks of the Wor- 
cester Division at Hamlet avenue crossing, in Woonsocket, and was 
struck by engine and so severely injured that he died from the effects 
of his injuries at the Woonsocket Hospital. 

Oct, 23. James Brown, trespasser, walking down bank near Orms 
street bridge, Providence, stumbled and fell onto track of the Wor- 
cester Division, directly in front of approaching train, and was 
instantly killed. 

Oct. 25. C. R. Fuller, express messenger, Worcester Division, had 
right hand badly cut by slipping and breaking glass in car door 
while working in Pawtucket. 

Oct, 29. Donald McKay, brakeman, Midland Division, was struck 
and killed by train south of Valley Falls tower. 

Oct, 30. Thomas Murphy, machine operator, Worcester Division^ 
working in tower house at East Providence wharf, was knocked down 
and right shoulder and chest injured by machine breaking and com- 
pletely demoUshing tower house. 

Nov, 18. Edward McCabe, freight conductor, Worcester Division, 
coupling cars in Harrisville, had third finger of right hand crushed. 

Nov. 19. H. Willoughby, brakeman, Worcester Division, engaged 
in switching in Phillipsdale, was thrown from top of car to ground , 
and had left side injured. 

Nov. 20. David Minasion, laborer, Worcester Division, working 
at East Providence wharf, had right arm broken in two places. 
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Nov. 26. Joseph Rosenski, passenger on train of Worcester 
Division, jumped from train as it was pulling into Providence station, 
and fell to platform, sustaining a scalp wound. 

Nov. 27. J. E. Hicks, brakeman, Worcester Division, while 
coupling cars in Providence, had first finger of his right hand broken. 

Nov, 28. J. Gilleran, brakeman, Worcester Division, fell from 
car in River street yard, in Woonsocket, bruising right hip and right 
side. 

Nov. 29. Fred Boushee, brakeman, Worcester Division, had little 
finger on left hand crushed while engaged in switching in Providence. 

Dec. 7. Keoziemiere Ozichonvina, trespasser, Worcester Div- 
ision, walking tracks between Pawtucket and Central Falls, was 
knocked down by train and cut and bruised about the head and 
body. 

Dec. 13. Fred O'Brien, of South Boston, Mass., trespasser, was 
found on tracks of the Worcester Division near Miller street bridge, 
Pawtucket, suflFering from cut on the head, two broken ribs, and 
injured back. He had evidently been steaUng ride on freight train. 

Dec. 16. Charles Bryba, standing on tracks of the Worcester 
Division, in Pawtucket, was struck by engine and received injuries 
which caused his death later the same day. 

Dec. 19. Edward Courtney, trespasser, was found lying beside 
tracks of the Worcester- Division at East Providence, with three 
fingers of his left hand badly crushed. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company, 

Year 1907. 

Providence Tunnel. 

This important piece of work has been prosecuted vigorously 
during the entire year. During most of the time work on the tunnel 
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proper has been prosecuted night and day, with double shifts of 
men, from both ends of the tunnel. Length from portal to portal of 
tunnel is 6,080 feet. On January 1, 1908, the advance headings, 
from the both ends were 1,166 feet apart. 

The concrete arch has been completed for 3,630 feet. When this^ 
stage of the work is reached it is felt that the uncertain difficulties- 
of the work have been practically overcome for the space covered, 
and that the completion of that portion of the tunnel consisting of 
the excavation of the bench and the placing of the sidewalls has- 
very much less uncertainty connected with it, and that its accom- 
plishment, reasonably close to anticipated time, can be relied on. It 
is expected that the headings will join in the spring of 1908, and that 
the tunnel, full size for two tracks, will be completed in the fall of 
1908. The substructure of the new drawbridge over the Seekonk 
river, consisting of 12 high granite piers, an abutment, and two double- 
track pile approaches, curving to the north and south at the East 
"Providence end of the bridge, has been entirely completed during the- 
year. Contracts have been placed for the steel superstructure, for 
double track, with roller lift drawbridge, to be completed early in 
the summer of 1908. A large amount of grading has been done in 
East Providence by the railroad company's own forces with steam 
shovel and train equipment. Abutments at Waterman avenue^ 
East Providence, R. I., have been rebuilt, and considerable other 
masonry and other changes necessary at the East Providence end 
of the bridge are well advanced and should be ready for service in 
the spring of 1908. Work is under way on foundations for the via- 
duct at the west end of the tunnel, connecting with the present pas- 
senger station. 

• Work has been prosecuted during the year under half a dozen- 
contracts, as well as by the railroad forces. For a good part of the 
time there have been upwards of 700 men employed on the work, 
and a large amount of machinery and other plant. The construction 
of this new line is perhaps the most important piece of railroad work 
undertaken in the State, in*many years. With the exception of the- 
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Central passenger station, and other terminal facilities, constructed 
about ten years ago, there certainly has been nothing approximating 
it in magnitude and, it is hoped and believed, in far reaching and 
important advantages to the State in general, to the city of Provi- 
dence and adjacent towns, and the railroad and harbor interests, 
for the last fifty years. 

WILKESBARRE PIER NEW WHARF. 

In accordance with plan filed with the harbor commissioners in 
1906 for a large new wharf to be located north of present Wilkesbarre 
Pier in East Providence, upwards of 200,000 cubic yards were done 
during the year 1907. 

A large amount of spoil from the west end of the new tunnel in 
Providence has been deposited at this wharf for rip rap protection. 

Following are a few improvements which have been made on the 
lines of the New York, New Haven and Hartford in the State of 
Rhode Island during the past year. New freight house and yard 
facilities have been started at Centredale. A new freight house has 
been built and bulk delivery tracks and driveways re-arranged -at 
Centre ville. A new office building has been built at the east end of 
freight house No. 1, in Providence, to provide more room for handling 
freight. Driveways at freight and passenger stations, also driveways 
in bulk delivery yard have been renewed in Newport, and the baggage 
room at Newport station enlarged. Also a granolithic floor laid and 
additions built to freight house and platform at Newport. A 
building for the use of car inspectors has been built at Newport yard, 
engine house, water tanks, and inside of passenger station thor- 
oughly cleaned and painted. Ditching and sloping about two miles 
north of Newport. 

Freight house at Pawtucket extended a hundred feet, with nec- 
essary platforms, and a new freight house has been erected at Arnold's 
Mills. A new section house has been erected at Bradford, several 
yards of new fence erected near Portsmouth station. Snow fences 
erected north of Bristol Ferry. Turnstiles and ticket choppers 
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installed at Boyden Heights and Vanity Fair. In Providence, a 
classifying yard having a capacity of 500 cars has been completed 
at Northup avenue. Also a pen for watering live stock has been 
provided at Branch avenue yard, and an 80' steel turntable, re- 
arrangement of coaling facilities, and a second locomotive coaling 
crane has been installed at Charles street yard. 

A crossing bell has been installed at Niantic, a west bound distant 
signal installed at Westerly, signal protection installed at Woon- 
socket junction, and signals installed from Dexter to Orms street, 
in Providence. 

About eight miles of track between Smithfield and Oakland, relaid 
with tiew 801b steel rails. About nine and a half miles of track be- 
tween Enfield and Tarkiln ballasted with gravel. A three hun- 
dred foot extension of sidetrack for the Eastern Bolt and Nut Co., 
near East Providence; the west bound lead track at Kingston has been 
extended 920 feet, 900 feet additional bulk delivery track has been 
built at Kingston, and a passing siding 740 feet long installed at 
Bristol Highlands. About 4,200 feet of bulk delivery track with 
driveway has been constructed at Darlington, and two tracks of the 
India Point yard were extended across Lonsdale wharf, and a platform 
built the entire length of the wharf building.

PROPERTY. 



These corporations report 385+ miles of road in this State, with 
393+ miles of single track; this is an increase of 27+ miles of road 
and 2+ miles of single track. The paid up capital stock of all the 
roads is $24,181,086.80, an increase over last year of $560,000.00. 
They own 945 motor cars, 65 freight cars, and 161 other cars. This 
shows an increase in motor cars of 10; a decrease in freight cars of 
2, and an increase in other cars of 83. 

The total property and assets of these corporations are reported 
as $54,434,260.22, an increase over last year of $2,762,622.99. ' 

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

The total receipts from all sources were $5,442,067.88; total ex- 
penditures, $4,362,138.37; net earnings, $1,079,929.51. As com- 
pared with report of last year, these figures show an increase in 
receipts of $317,173.14; an increase in the expenditures of $517,- 
549.34; and decrease in net earnings of $200,376.20. The receipts 
of the roads were derived from the following sources, viz.: from 
passenger departments, $4,266,052.95; from freight departments, 
$157,361.72, and from rents of roads, express privileges, trans- 
portation of the mails, and all other sources, $1,018,663.21 As 
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compared with last year's report, these figures show an increase in 
receipts from passenger departments, $301,936.74; an increase in 
receipts from freight departments of $19,200.94; and from mis- 
cellaneous sources a decrease of $3,964.54. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends were paid by four of these corporations, as follows: 
Union Railroad Company, 8 per cent., $720,000.00; Pawtucket 
Street Railway Company, 6 per cent., $30,000.00; Newport and 
Fall River Street Railway Company (6 per cent, paid directly to 
stockholders by Old Colony Street Railway Company, lessee, on 
$900,000), $54,000; Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company,' 2 
per cent., $100,000. The total amount paid in dividends was 
$904,000. 

HEATING OF CARS. 

Of the 945 passenger cars in use, 457 are heated by electric 
heaters. 

PASSENGERS CARRIED. 

The whole number of passengers carried was 77,420,309, a decrease 
over last year of 2,528,126. Four roads report a decrease in the 
number of passengers carried. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The funded debt of all the corporations is $7,819,700; floating 
debt, $4,140,172.69; total indebtedness, $11,959,872.69. There is 
a decrease in the funded debt of $36,000; an increase in the floating 
debt of $2,729,442.33. An increase in total indebtedness of $2,- 
693,442.33. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The whole number of persons employed by these corporations is 
2,988, an increase from last year of 130. 
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ACCIDENTS. 

There were 257 accidents reported in connection with the street 
or electric railways, in which 24 persons were killed and 291 injured 
more or less seriously. Of the persons killed, 8 were children who 
ran in front of car; 1 boy who rode his bicycle into side of car; 1 man 
was killed in collision of cars; 4 men lying or sitting on tracks in 
dark places; 3 walking on or crossing tracks; 2 leaving moving cars; 
2 in collision of cars and teams; 3 employees killed: 1 in collision, 
and 2 working in car barns. 

Of the 291 injured, 130 were passengers; 25 by derailed cars; 
43 boarding or leaving moving cars; 20 in collision of cars; 10 fell 
from cars; 18 were injured in boarding or leaving standing cars; 
1, collision of car and team; 2 injured by register falling on them; 7 
w^ere injured by car getting beyond control and taking curve at 
too great speed; 2 had their arms broken by car going in the opposite 
direction; and 2 by trolley pole getting loose. 

Eighty-five were injured in collision of cars and teams; 23 were 
injured by running into cars or crossing tracks or standing too close 
to tracks; 2 in collision of cars and bicycles; 16 in collision of cars 
and automobiles; 3 children stealing ride on cars; 2 boys injured on 
double-runner; 1 riding motorcycle. 

Twenty-nine were employees: 8 fell from cars; 11 in collision of 
cars; 4 were caught between cars; 1 struck by car; 1 struck by 
brake handle; 1 burned by controller burning out; 1 employee fell 
from tree while cutting branches; 1 injured in barn; and 1 caught 
and dragged when leaving car. 

In addition to the above there were 368 passengers shaken up and 
slightly injured by derailed cars or collisions of cars.

team. His right side was bruised, and he was generally shaken up.

A Rhode Island Co. car and a team collided on West- 
minster street, and Thomas Brophy fell to the ground and was 
somewhat bruised. Andrew Nelson hung to the reins and was 
dragged from his seat, dislocating his shoulder. 

Dec. 27. W. G. Kehoe jumped from a moving Rhode Island Co. 
car that was running express over Warwick drawbridge, and slipped 
in the sand, breaking his leg at the knee. He was taken to Rhode 
Island Hospital. 

Dec. 29. John Goodwin jumped from a moving car of the Rhode 
Island Co., on Adams avenue, Pawtucket, and fell, and was cut and 
bruised about the face and head. Dr. French attended him. 

Improvements, Street Roads. 

The Rhode Island Company has established one new line during 
the past year, the Cranston cross-town line. This line was officially 
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opened September 14, 1907. The line runs from the junction of Park 
avenue and Broad street to Cranston street, in Knightsville. 

The Sea View Railroad Company also opened a new line from 
Narragansett Pier to Wakefield, and it is intended to continue this 
line to Matunuck, and finally on to Charlestown and Westerly. 

A great deal of work has been done during the past year in the 
relaying of tracks, many miles of old tracks having been taken up 
and replaced by new. 

There have been several new car houses built during the past year. 
The old Social street car house, in Woonsocket, has been torn down 
and replaced by larger and more up-to-date buildings. The old car 
houses at Thurber's avenue have been torn down and a new, modern 
building, constructed entirely of brick, has replaced the old buildings. 
This car house is the largest and most modern of any in the State, 
and is a credit to the company. 

A new car house has been built on Academy avenue to replace the 
old Mount Pleasant car house. Changes and addition have also been 
made to the Elm wood avenue, the North Main street, and the Hart- 
ford avenue car houses. 

About twenty-five miles of new feeder wire have been strung over 
the Rhode Island Company system. 

Thirty new closed vestibule cars have been ordered and delivered to 
the Rhode Island Company during the past year. This company has 
also fitted up with vestibules 155 of the small open front cars; this 
gives protection to the motormen operating these cars during the 
cold winter weather. 

I find that the Railroad Commissioner in Rhode Island has very 
little power as compared with the commissioners of other States, and 
in many cases that are referred to him all that he can do is to consult 
with the railroad officials and try to secure the remedies desired. 

There seems to be an impression in the community that the Rail- 
road Commissioner has but to order, and things will be done. This 
is far from being the fact. 

The officials of the railroad corporations, both steam and electric, 
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have always been courteous, and have always listened very carefully 
to any complaint or recommendation that may have been made by 
the Railroad Commissioner, and many times evils have been remedied 
and much has been accomplished by the Commissioner bringing these 
matters to the attention of the officials. I think the State could 
safely give the Commissioner greater powers. 

The Commissioner is always glad to do all that he can for the 
citizens of the State in rectifying evils that are known to exist, and 
would be pleased to receive, at any time, any communication from 
any citizen that desires his assistance, and will be glad t6 see in his 
office, room 121, State House, at any time, those who have matters 
to present.

PROPERTY. 



These corporations report 385+ miles of road in this State, with 
393+ miles of single track; this is an increase of 27+ miles of road 
and 2+ miles of single track. The paid up capital stock of all the 
roads is $24,181,086.80, an increase over last year of $560,000.00. 
They own 945 motor cars, 65 freight cars, and 161 other cars. This 
shows an increase in motor cars of 10; a decrease in freight cars of 
2, and an increase in other cars of 83. 

The total property and assets of these corporations are reported 
as $54,434,260.22, an increase over last year of $2,762,622.99. 

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURi;S. 

The total receipts from all sources were $5,442,067.88; total ex- 
penditures, .$4,362,138.37; net earnings, $1,079,929.51. As com- 
pared with report of last year, these figures show an increase in 
receipts of $317,173.14; an increase in the expenditures of $517,- 
549.34; and decrease in net earnings of $200,376.20. The receipts 
of the roads were derived from the following sources, viz.: from 
passenger departments, $4,266,052.95; from freight departments, 
$157,351.72, and from rents of roads, express privileges, trans- 
portation of the mails, and all other sources, $1,018,663.21 As 
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compared with last year's report, these figures show an increase in 
receipts from passenger departments, $301,936.74; an increase in 
receipts from freight departments of $19,200.94; and from mis- 
cellaneous sources a decrease of $3,964.54. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends were paid by four of these corporations, as follows: 
Union Railroad Company, 8 per cent., $720,000.00; Pawtucket 
Street Railway Company, 6 per cent., $30,000.00; Newport and 
Fall River Street Railway Company (6 per cent, paid directly to 
stockholders by Old Colony Street Railway Company, lessee, on 
$900,000), $54,000; Rhode Island Suburban Railway Company, 2 
per cent., $100,000. The total amount paid in dividends was 
$904,000. 

HEATING OF CARS. 

Of the 945 passenger cars in use, 457 are heated by electric 
heaters. 

PASSENGERS CARRIED. 

The whole number of passengers carried was 77,420,309, a decrease 
over last year of 2,528,126. Four roads report a decrease in the 
number of passengers carried. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

The funded debt of all the corporations is $7,819,700; floating 
debt, $4,140,172.69; total indebtedness, $11,959,872.69. There is 
a decrease in the funded debt of $36,000; an increase in the floating 
debt of $2,729,442.33. An increase in total indebtedness of $2,- 
693,442.33. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The whole number of persons employed by these corporations is 
2,988, an increase from last year of 130. 
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accidents. 

There were 257 accidents reported in connection with the street 
or electric railways, in which 24 persons were killed and 291 injured 
more or less seriously. Of the persons killed, 8 were children who 
ran in front of car; 1 boy who rode his bicycle into side of car; 1 man 
was killed in collision of cars; 4 men lying or sitting on tracks in 
dark places; 3 walking on or crossing tracks; 2 leaving moving cars; 
2 in collision of cars and teams; 3 employees killed: 1 in collision, 
and 2 working in car barns. 

Of the 291 injured, 130 were passengers; 25 by derailed cars; 
43 boarding or leaving moving cars; 20 in collision of cars; 10 fell 
from cars; 18 were injured in boarding or leaving standing cars; 
1, collision of car and team; 2 injured by register falling on them; 7 
were injured by car getting beyond control and taking curve at 
too great speed; 2 had their arms broken by car going in the opposite 
direction; and 2 by trolley pole getting loose. 

Eighty-five were injured in collision of cars and teams; 23 were 
injured by running into cars or crossing tracks or standing too close 
to tracks; 2 in collision of cars and bicycles; 16 in collision of cars 
and automobiles; 3 children stealing ride on cars; 2 boys injured on 
double-runner; 1 riding motorcycle. 

Twenty-nine were employees: 8 fell from cars; 11 in collision of 
cars; 4 were caught between cars; 1 struck' by car; 1 struck by 
brake handle; 1 burned by controller burning out; 1 employee fell 
from tree while cutting branches; 1 injured in barn; and 1 caught 
and dragged when leaving car. 

In addition to the above there were 368 passengers shaken up and 
slightly injured by derailed cars or collisions of cars.

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ABSTRACT OF 

STATISTICS OF RAILWAYS IN THE UNITED STATES FOR 
THE YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1906. 



The advance figures in this abstract are based on summaries in the Nineteenth 
Annual Statistical Report of the Interstate Commerce Commission, prepared 
by its statistician, as the complete Feport for the year ending June 30, 1906. This 
report, being similar to preceding reports in the series, contains tables showing 
details of mileage, capitalization, earnings, and expenses by roads, and besides 
includes many summaries of statistics for the roads as a whole. 

MILEAGE. 

On June 30, 1906, the report shows that the total single-track railway mileage 
in the United States was 224,363.17 miles, or 6,262.13 miles more than at the end 
of the previous year. An increase in mileage exceeding 100 miles appears for 
Alabama, Arkansas, California, Florida, Georgia, Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, 
Louisiana, Michigan, Minnesota Mississippi, Nevada, North Carolina, North 
Dakota, Pennsylvania, South Dakota, Tennessee, Texas, Virginia, Washington, 
West Virginia, Wisconsin, Wyoming, New Mexico, and Oklahoma. 

The operated mileage for which substantially complete returns were rendered 
to the Conmiission was 222,340.30 miles, including 7,865.97 miles of line used 
under trackage rights. The aggregate length of railway mileage, including 
tracks of all kinds, was 317,083.19 miles. This mileage was thus classified: 
Single track, 222,340.30 miles, as just mentioned; second track, 17,936.25 miles; 
third track, 1,766.07 miles; fourth track, 1,279.66 miles, and yard track and 
sidings, 73,760.91 miles. These figures indicate that there was an increase of 
10,286.45 miles in the aggregate length of all tracks, of which 3,819.24 miles, or 
37.13 per cent., represented the extension of yard track and sidings. 

The number of railway corporations for which mileage is included in the re- 
port was 2,313. During the year railway companies owning 4,054.46 miles of 
line were reorganized, merged, or consolidated. The corresponding figure for 
the year 1905 was 3,802.02 miles. 

The report shows that for the year ending June 30, 1906, the mileage of roads 
operated by receivers was 3,971.43 miles, or an increase of 3,175.61 miles as com- 
pared with 1905. The number of roads in the hands of receivers was 34. 
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EQUIPMENT. 

On June 30, 1906, there were in the service of the carriers 51,672 locomotives, 
the increase being 3,315. These locomotives, excepting 1,090, were classified 
as: Passenger, 12,249; freight, 29,848, and switching, 8,485. 

The total number of cars of all classes was 1,958,912, or 116,041 more than 
for the year 1905. This rolling stock w^s thus assigned: Passenger service, 
42,262 cars; freight service, 1,837,914 cars, and company's service, 78,736 cars. 
These figures do not include cars owned by private commercial firms or cor- 
porations. 

The average number of locomotives per 1,000 miles of line was 232 and the 
average number of cars per 1,000 miles of Une was 8,810. The number of pas- 
senger-miles per passenger locomotive was 2,055,309, showing an increase of 
6,751 miles as compared with the previous year. The number of ton-miles per 
freight locomotive was 7,232,563, showing an increase of 641,863 miles. 

The number of locomotives and cars in the service of the railways aggregated 
2,010,584, of which 1,827,789 were fitted with train brakes, or an increase for 
the year of 186,394, and 1,989,796 were fitted with automatic couplers, or an 
increase of 118,206. Nearly all the locomotives and cars in the passenger ser- 
vice had train brakes, and all but 72 locomotives in the same service were fitted 
with automatic couplers. Only 1.54 per cent, of cars in the passenger service 
were without automatic couplers. Substantially all the freight locomotives had 
train brakes and automatic couplers. Of 1,837,914 cars in the freight service 
on June 30, 1906, the number fitted with train brakes was 1,689,141 and with 
automatic couplers 1,820,854. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The reported number of persons on the pay rolls of the railways in the United 
States on June 30, 1906, was 1,521,355, which is equivalent to an average of 684 
employees per 100 miles of line. These figures show an increase in the number 
of employees as compared with the year 1905, of 139,159, or 47 per 100 miles of 
liije. Of the employees 59,855 were enginemen, 62,678 firemen, 43,936 conduc- 
tors, and 119,087 were other trainmen. There were 49,659 switch tenders, cross- 
ing tenders and watchmen. The total number of railway employees, disre- 
garding a small number not assigned, were apportioned among the four general 
divisions of railway employment as follows: For general administration, 57,054; 
for maintenance of way and structures, 495,879; for maintenance of equipment, 
315,952, and for conducting transportation, 649,820. 

The report includes summaries showing the average daily compensation of 
eighteen classes of employees for a series of years, and also the aggregate amount 
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of compensation returned for the several classes. The total amount of wages 
and salaries reported as paid to employees during the year ending June 30, 1906, 
was $900,801,653; but this amount is deficient by more than $27,000,000 be- 
cause of the loss of railway records in the San Francisco calamity. 

CAPITALIZATION OF RAILWAY PROPERTY. 

On June 30, 1906, the par value of the amount of railway capital outstanding 
was $14,570,421,478, which is equivalent to a capitalization of $67,936 per mile 
for the railways in the United States. Of this capital there existed as stock 
$6,803,760,093, of which $5,403,001,962 was common and $1,400,758,131 pre- 
ferred; the remaining part, $7,766,661,385, represented funded debt, consisting 
of mortgage bonds, $6,266,770,962; miscellaneous obligations, $973,647,924; 
income bonds, $301,523,400; and equipment trust obligations, $224,719,099. 

Of the total capital stock outstanding $2,276,801,333, or 33.46 per cent., paid 
no dividends. The amount of dividends declared during the year was $272,- 
795,974, being equivalent to 6.03 per cent, on dividend-paying stock. For the 
year ending June 30, 1905, the amount of dividends declared was $237,964,482. 
Of the total amount of stock outstanding, $6,803,760,093, 12.60 per cent, paid 
from 1 to 4 per cent.; 11.34 per cent, from 4 to 5 per cent.; 7.60 per cent, from 
5 to 6 per cent ; 9.54 per cent, from 6 to 7 per cent.; and 14.94 per cent, from 
7 to 8 per cent. The total amoimt of funded debt (omitting equipment trust 
obligations) that paid no interest was $287,954,851, or 3.82 per cent. Of mort- 
gage bonds, $208,060,486, or 3.32 per cent.; of miscellaneous obligations, $2,- 
827,570, or 0.29 per cent. ; and of income bonds, $77,066,795, or 25.56 per cent. , 
paid no interest. 

Of the total amount of railway stock outstanding $2,257,175,799 were reported 
as owned by railway corporations, and of railway bonds $641,305,030 were so 
reported. 

PUBLIC SERVICE OF RAILWAYS. 

The report indicates that the number of passengers carried by the railways 
in the year ending June 30, 1906, was 799,507,838, this item being 60,673,171 
more than for the year ending June 30, 1905. The passenger-mileage, or the 
number of passengers carried one mile, was 25,175,480,383, the increase being 
1 ,375,330,947 passenger-miles. 

The number of tons of freight shown as carried (including freight received 
from connections) was 1,631,374,219, which exceeds the tonnage of the year 
1905 by 203,642,314 tons. The ton-mileage, or the number of tons carried one 
mile, was 215,877,551,241, the increase be ing 29,414,441,731 ton-miles. The 
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number of tons carried one mile per mile of line was 982,401, indicating an in- 
crease in the density of freight traffic of 121,005 ton-miles per mile of line.. 

The average revenue per passenger per mile for the year ending June 30, 1906, 
was 2.002 cents. For the preceding year the average was 1.962 cents. The 
average revenue per ton per mile was 0.748 cent.; the like average for the year 
1905 was 0.766 cent. The earnings per train mile show an increase both for 
passenger and for freight trains. The figures show an increase in the average 
cost of running a train one mile. The ratio of operating expenses to earnings 
for the year 1906 was 66.08 per cent. For 1905 this ratio was 66.78 per cent. 

EARNINGS AND EXPENSES. 

The gross earnings of the railways in the United States from the operation of 
222,340.30 miles of line were, for the year ending June 30, 1906, $2,325,765,167, 
being $243,282,761 greater than for the year 1905. Their operating expenses 
were $1,536,877,271, or $146,275,119 more than in 1905. The following figures 
present a statement of gross earnings in detail and show the increase of the several 
items over those of the previous year: Passenger revenue, $510,032,583 — in- 
crease, $37,337,851; mail, $47,371,453 — ^increase, $1,945,328: express, $51, 010,- 
930 — ^increase, $5,861,775; other earnings from passenger service, $11,314,237 
—increase, $274,095; freight revenue, $1,640,386,655— increase, $189,613,817; 
other earnings from freight service, $5,645,222 — increase, $564,956; other earn- 
ings from operation, including unclassified items, $60,004,087 — ^increase, $7,- 
684,939. Gross earnings from operation per mile of line averaged $10,460, 
the corresponding average for the year 1905 being $862 less. 

The operating expenses assigned to the four general classes were: For main-, 
tenance of way and structures, $311,720,820; maintenance of equipment, $328,- 
554, 658; conducting transportation, $836,202,707; general expenses, $59,752,- 
230; undistributed, $646,856. Operating expenses averaged $6,912 per mile of 
line, this average showing an increase of $503 per mile in comparison with the 
year 1905. 

The income from operation or the net earnings of the railways amounted to 
$788,887,896. This amount exceeds the corresponding one for the previous 
year by $97,007,642. The net earnings per mile of line for 1906 averaged $3,548; 
for 1905, $3,189,' and for 1904, $2,998. The amount of income attributable to 
other sources than operation was $256,639,591. There are included in this 
amount the following items : Income from lease of road, $1 19,604,619; dividends 
on stocks owned, $66,861,656; interest on bonds owned, $20,537,011, and mis- 
cellaneous income, $49,636,305. The total income of the railways ($1,045,- 
527,487) — that is, the net earnings and income from lease, investments, and 
miscellaneous sources — is the amount from which fixed and other charges against 
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income are taken to ascertain the sum available for dividends. Such deduc- 
tions aggregated $660,341,159, thus leaving $385,186,328 as the net income for 
the year ending June 30, 1906, available for dividends or surplus. 

The amount of dividends declared during the year under review (including 
$55,593 representing other earnings to stockholders) was $272,851,567, leaving 
as the surplus from the operations of the year ending June 30, 1906, $112,334,- 
761. The surplus frdm operations as shown for the preceding year was $89,043,- 
490. The amount of deductions from income as stated above, $660,341,159, 
comprises these items: Salaries and maintenance of organization, $571,431; 
interest accrued on funded debt, $322,555,934; interest on current liabilities, 
$11,653,076; rents paid for lease of road, $122,290,911; taxes, $74,785,615; 
permanent improvements charged to income accoimt, $49,042,631, other de- 
ductions, $79,441,561. 

The preceding figures for the income and the expenditures of railway com- 
panies are compiled from the annual reports of leased roads as well as of oper- 
ating roads, and include duplications in certain items of income and also of ex- 
penditure on account of the fact that, in general, the income of a leased road is 
the rent which it receives from its lessee. There is included in the statistical 
report, however, a summary which presents the income account for all the rail- 
ways considered as a single system, from which intercorporate payments are sub- 
stantially eliminated. 

The complete report includes a summary showing the total taxes and assess- 
ments of the railways by states and territories and also an analysis showing the 
basis of assessment. 

RAILWAY ACCIDENTS. 

In their annual reports to the Interstate Commerce Commission, carriers in- 
clude returns for all casualties to passengers, employees, trespassers, and other 
persons. The following figures therefore are not comparable with details in the 
Commission's Accident Bulletins, based on monthly reports, that chiefly relate 
to casualties to passengers and to employees while on duty on or about trains : 

The total number of casualties to persons on the railways for the year ending 
June 30, 1906, was 108,324, of which 10,618 represented the number of persons 
killed and 97,706 the number injured. Casualties occurred among three general 
classes of railway employees, as follows: Trainmen, 2,310 killed and 34,989 
injured; switch tenders, crossing tenders, and watchmen, 147 killed, 1,026 in- 
jured; other employees, 1,472 killed, 40,686 injured. The casualties to employ- 
ees coupling and uncoupling cars were: Employees killed, 298; injured, 3,884. 
The casualties connected with coupling and uncoupling cars are assigned as 
follows: Trainmen killed, 266; injured, 3,590; switch tenders, crossing tenders. 
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and watchmen killed, 18; injured, 170; other employees killed, 14; injured, 
124. 

The casualties due to falling from trains, locomotives, or cars in motion were : 
Trainmen killed, 454; injured, 5,215; switch tenders, crossing tenders, and 
watchmen killed, 7; injured, 159; other employees killed, 84; injured, 712. The 
casualties due to jumping on or off trains, locomotives, or cars in motion were: 
Trainmen killed, 130; injured, 4,809; switch tenders, crpssing tenders, and 
watchmen killed, 7; injured, 119; other employees killed, 76; injured, 685. The 
casualties to the same three classes of employees in consequence of collisions and 
derailments were: Trainmen killed, 693; injured, 5,245; switch tenders, cross- 
ing tenders, and watchmen killed, 3; injured, 69; other employees killed, 91; 
injured, 888. 

The number of passengers killed in the course of the year 1906 was 359 and the 
number injured 10,764. In the previous year 537 passengers were killed and 
10,457 injured. There were 146 passengers killed and 6,053 injured because of 
collisions and derailments. The total number of persons other than employees 
and passengers killed was 6,330; injured, 10,241. These figures include the 
casualties to persons trespassing, of whom 5,381 were killed and 5,927 were in- 
jured. The total number of casualties to persons other than employees from 
being struck by trains, locomotives, or cars was 5,127 killed and 4,905 injured. 
The casualties of this class were: At highway crossings, passengers killed, 3; 
injured, 8; other persons killed, 926; injured, 1,884; at stations, passengers 
killed,' 48; injured, 96; other persons killed, 566; injured, 647; at other points 
along track, passengers killed, 3; injured, 16; other persons killed, 3,581; in- 
jured, 2,254. The ratios of casualties indicate that one employee in every 387 
was killed and one employee in every twenty was injured. With regard to train- 
men — that is, enginemen, firemen, conductors, and other trainmen — it appears 
that one trainman was killed for every 124 employed and one was injured for 
every eight employed. 

In 1906, one passenger was killed for every 2,227,041 carried, and one in- 
jured for every 74,276 carried. For 1905 the figures show that 1,375,856 pas- 
sengers were carried for one killed, and 70,655 passengers were carried for one in- 
jured For 1895, one passenger was killed for every 2,984,832 carried, and one 
injured for every 213,651 carried. With respect to the number of miles traveled, 
the figures for 1906 show that 70,126,686 passenger-miles were accomplished 
for each passenger killed, and 2,338,859 passenger-miles for each passenger in- 
jured. For 1905 the figures were 44,320,576 passenger-miles for each pas- 
senger killed, and 2,276,002 passenger-miles for each passenger injured. The 
figures for 1895 show that 71,696,743 passenger-miles were accomplished for 
each passenger killed, and 5,131,977 passenger-miles for each passenger injured.

INVESTIGATION OF ACCIDENTS. 



The investigation of collisions, derailments, and other serious accidents on rail- 
roads by competent experts is a matter deserving the careful attention of the 
Congress. A recommendation to authorize such investigation has been made 
in previous reports, and the same recommendation is now again made. Some 
of the States of the Union now conduct expert investigations of the more serious 
railroad accidents, but in many States there is no authoritative and expert in- 
vestigation whatever, except as the facts of accidents may come before the courts 
when suits are brought against railroad companies for damages. 

All persons traveling on railroads and all men employed on engines or trains 
are interested in this matter. A railroad manager may have re£isons, possibly — 
in some cases from his own standpoint good ones — ^for concealing the facts of a 
wreck; but it is to the public interest that they be disclosed, as a warning to 
others and to throw light on means of prevention. 

The daily and technical press have both endorsed the recommendations which 
have been made by this Commission. It is universally recognized that the 
causes of railroad accidents are often complicated and obscure and the responsi- 
bility difficult to define. A cross-examination and sifting of evidence is necessary 
in nearly every important case in order to bring out the truth and to rightly 
apportion the blame. Investigation by officers appointed by the board of trade 
has been a powerful lever in the improvement of the management of the railroads 
of Great Britain, the reports of the investigating officers being published and 
widely read. 

Unlike some of the questions connected with the subject of rates, or other 
matters not affecting the safety of lives or the security of property, this subject 
of accident investigation (as well as that of block signaling) is one on which there 
is no doubt as to public policy. All persons are agreed that the lives of passen- 
gers on railroads should be better safeguarded, and there is little, if any, dispute 
as to the direction which any government activity should take. 

As has been pointed out in previous reports, all railroad accidents should be 
reported to the Commission monthly, relieving the railroads' annual reports of 
this feature. To provide for this and as a definite embodiment of the recom- 
mendation for investigation a tentative draft of a bill is given in the appendix. 

While the Commission was engaged in considering the question of block signal- 
ing under the joint resolution of June 30, 1906, there occurred in the District of 
Columbia (December 30, 1906) a disastrous rear collision in which forty-three 
persons were killed and many others were injured. This accident was inquired 
into by this Commission. An extra train of empty passenger cars struck a 
regular train heavily loaded with passengers upon a division of road which was

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equipi)ed with block-signal system, of manual control. Several intelligent and 
credible eye-witnesses testified that red signal was displayed against this extra 
train at a block-signal station passed by it shortly before the collision occurred; 
that the signal was disregarded, and that train proceeded at a high rate of speed. 
This was corroborated by telegraph operators who heard the operator in charge 
of that signal immediately report by wire the fact that this train had run by hi& 
red signal. The men who were employed upon this train testified that if a red 
signal was theie they did not see it. The testimony was, conflicting and con- 
tradictory between the men on the train and those at the station as to the 
character of the signal displayed when this extra train passed the block-signal 
station next preceding the one at which it was alleged the danger signal was dis- 
regarded. 

Inquiry was made as to the care with which employees in charge of trains and 
engines and of block-signal stations were selected, and as to the thoroughness 
with which their fitness for the positions was tested and determined. Many 
young and rather inexperienced men are employed as block-signal opferatorSy 
but it was not shown that neglect or lack of experience on their part contributed 
to this disaster. 

If the preponderance of evidence as to the condition of the signal at the last 
signal station passed by this train before the wreck occurred is accepted, the 
men in charge of that extra train are thereby convicted of having run by a danger 
and positive stop signal. On the other hand, if their own testimony as to the 
condition of the signal at the last signal station but one which they passed be- 
fore the w^reck occurred is accepted, they are thereby convicted of having entered 
the block under a caution signal, which, under the rules of the company, re_ 
quired that they run through the block with extreme care and with train under 
full control, and of having. run through that block at a high and dangerous rate of 
speed, especially in view of the fact that at the time a dense fog prevailed; which 
fact, under the rules, would require extraordinary care and caution. Mainy 
references were made to incidents or instances of more or less importaijt in- 
fractions of rules by employees and of absence of rigorous discipline by the com- 
pany. This wreck was caused by disregard of rules and signals upon part of the 
men in charge of the extra train. Inquiry did not disclose act or omission on 
part of other employees or defect in the operating rules of the company which 
contributed to this awful occurrence. These men took charge of this train at 
noon and the collision occurred about 7 o'clock in the evening. 

At about the same time there was a rear collision of passenger trains in Vir- 
ginia which aroused much discussion in the press by reason of the fact that the 
president of the railroad on which the collision occurred was himself a victim of 
it, being killed while asleep in his private car. This accident was investigated 
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by the corporation commission of that state, and from the report made by that 
body it appears that the telegraph block-signal rules were disregarded by the 
signalman at the entrance of the block-signal section; that the second train was 
following the first so closely that the efforts of the flagman of the first to stop 
the second were unavailing; that the management and discipline of the signal 
stations were unsatisfactory; that signalmen had been employed without sufli- 
cient experience, and with only a slight examination as to their qualifications. 
The commission found that the discipline was conspicuously lacking in several 
of the operating departments. The signalmen were under no immediate su- 
pervision. The degree and knowledge of experience of the telegraph operators 
had not engaged the serious attention to which this important question was en- 
titled, and the general fitness of the operators as to character and habits, both 
before and after employment, was not attended to as the public interest required, 
the record sheets kept by the signalmen were not examined by any supervising 
agent or officer, an omission which destroyed in a large measure the element of 
safety which these sheets are intended to provide. The signalmen were in the 
habit of exchanging work with each other, resulting in men remaining on duty 
eighteen hours at a time. 

The limitation of hours of labor of trainmen and telegraph operators on rail- 
roads, which has been dealt with in previous reports of this Commission, was 
made the subject of a regulative law which was passed by the Congress (Public — 
No. 274) and was approved March 4, 1907. The main requirements of this law 
are: (1) That no trainman shall work more than sixteen hours at a time and (2) 
that no telegraph operator or signalman shall be on duty more than nine hours, 
except at stations not kept open during the night, where a thirteen-hour period 
is allowed. 

SAFETY APPLIANCES. 

From reports made to the Commission by its inspectors of safety appliances, 
the general condition of railway equipment appears to be much better than it 
was a year ago. Somewhat fewer cars were inspected during the last year, the 
number being 271,617 for 1906, and 242,881 for 1907. This decrease is explained 
by the fact that calls upon inspectors to investigate complaints of violation of 
the law were more numerous than in former years, and that they were also 
engaged more frequently as witnesses in court. The time that could be devoted 
to regular inspections has thus been curtailed. A gratifying feature of these 
inspection reports is the marked decrease in the number of observed defects. 
For each 1,000 cars inspected in 1906 there were 139.34 defects, while in 1907 
there were but 94.14 defects per 1 ,000 cars inspected. 
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As a matter of historical intierest we here insert the original act^ 
passed June 14, 1839, establishing a board of Railroad Commissioners. 

AN ACT TO ESTABLISH RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS. 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. There shall hereafter be annually appointed by the general as- 
sembly at its May se&sion, in the same manner that other state officers are ap- 
pointed, a board of railroad conmiissioners; to consist of a number not less than 
three, who shall be commissioned and engaged as other state officers are. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of said board of commissioners, upon complaint 
or otherwise, whenever a majority of them shall deem it expedient, personally 
to examine into any or all of the transactions and proceedings of any railroad 
corporation that now is or hereafter may be authorized and established in this 
state, in order to secure to all the citizens and inhabitants of the same the full 
and equal privileges of the transportation of persons and property at all times, 
that may be granted either directly or indirectly by any such corporation to 
citizens of any other state or states; and ratably in proportion to the distance 
any such persons or property may be transported on any railroad as aforesaid; 
and to inquire into any contract, understanding or agreement, by which any 
railroad company shall attempt to transfer or give to any steamboat company 
or any steamboat any favor or preference over any other such company or boat, 
either as to freight or passage, contrary to the true intent and meaning of thi» 
act and the several acts heretofore passed in relation to railroads. 

Sec. 3. It shall be competent for the said board of commissioners, or a ma- 
jority of them, in the discharge of their duty under this act, whenever they shall 
deem it proper, to send for persons and papers and to examine witnesses under 
oath; which oaths the said commissioners are hereby authorized to administer; 
and to issue all necessary and proper process for the purposes aforesaid. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of said commissioners as often as twice every 
year, and oftener if they deem it necesasry, to report to the general assembly 
the state, condition, and proceedings of the several railroad companies so far as- 
the public interest may require the same. ' 

Sec. 5. The said commissioners shall be allowed as a compensation for their 
services from time to time, upon the presentation of their account to the general 
assembly, such sum as the general assembly may think proper to allow. 

Sec. 6. Gideon Spencer, Wm. Rhodes, and Henry H. Luther are hereby ap- 
pointed commissioners under the act; who shall exercise all the powers and be 
liable to all the duties hereinbefore granted and enjoined until the first Wednes- 
day of May next, or until others shall be duly appointed or qualified in their stead.

ting such employees to labor such greater or lesser number of 
hours in the performance of such contract. 

Sec. 3. Any street railway corporation violating any of the 
provisions of the preceding sections of this act shall be fined 
not less than one hundred dollars nor more than five hundred 
dollars, one-half thereof to the use of the complainant and the 
other half to the use of the state. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect on the first day of June, 
A. D. 1902.
